Matilda Chesbrough, whose husband, 
Fremont B. Chesbrough, owns a line of 
coastwise steamers plying out of Bos- 


• ton, and also a, large part of a town in 
Michigan, was placed on trial In tho 
United States district court yesterday 
,on a charge of smuggling. For five 
hours Mrs. Chesbrough listened to the 
government 'witnesses called to prove 
the allegation.that she had planned to 
escape payment of duty upon about 
S2500. worth of goods wliic.h she had in 
her trunks when she landed In Hobo- 
ken on May 25, 1908. 


Mrs. Chesbrough watched the cus- 


toms officials unpack one of her big 
steamer trunks and exhibit to tho jury 
an alleged false bottom under which 
the government claims a portion of the 
dutiable articles were discovered. In-' 
directly there was brought into 
tho 
evidence the fact tnat several months 
after her arrival a pearl necklace, val- 
ued by the customs authorities at $25,- 
000, was seized. 


The details of this seizure were not 


brought out in yesterday's proceedings, 
and from the objections of Mrs. Ches- 
brough's counsel it was evident that 
an effort will be made to prevent Im- 
plicating her in the. importation of the 
necklace. 
The fact that there was 


such a necklace in existence was the 
result of finding In one- of Mrs. Chcs- 
brough's trunks a bill for an $18,000 
pearl necklace. 


While this phase of. the case was 


under investigation, Mr. •Chesbrough 


told' the government officials that the 
necklace had been shipped to Canada, 
where it was being held in a safe de- 
posit bank pending the passage of .the 
revised tariff law, which he anticipated 
would reduce .the duty upon 
nearls. 


Agents were sent by the government 
to Canada, but the necklace was not 
found. Subsequently It was 
surren- 


dered under circumstances which have 
not yet boon made public.

hours Mrs. Chesbrough listened to the 
government -witnesses called to prove 
the allegation that she had. planned to 
escape payment of 
duty upon about 


$2500 W;0rth of goods which she had in 
her trunks when she landed In Hobo- 
Ken on May 26, 1909. 


.Mrs. Chesbrough watched the cus- 


toms officials unpack one of her big 
steamer trunks and exhibit to the jury 
an alleged false bottom under which 
tho government claims a portion of the 
dutiable articles were discovered. In- 
directly there was brought into 
tho 


evidence the fact that several months 
after her arrival a pearl necklace, val- 
ued by the customs authorities at ?25,- 
000, was seized. 


The details of this seizure were not 
brought out In yesterday's proceedings, 
and from the objections of Mrs. Ches- 
brough's counsel it was evident that 
an effort will be made to prevent im- 
plicating her in the importation of the 
necklace. 
Tho fact that there was 


such a necklace In existence was the 
result of finding in one of Mrs. Ches- 
brough's trunks a bill for an $18,000 
pearl necklace. 


While this phase of. the case was 


under investigation, Mr. 
Chesbrough I 


told the government officials that the 
necklace had been shipped to Canada, 
where It was being held in a safe de- 
posit bank pending the -passage of the 
revised tariff law, which ho anticipated 
would reduce tho duty upon 
pearls. 


Agents were sent by the. government 
to Canada, but the necklace was not 
found. Subsequently it was

dered under circumstances which have 
not yet been made public. .

assumption of those who would muzzle the press, it is all right to commit 
crimes if the newspapers say nothing about it. 


Already a number of British peers have arranged

Jeffries-Johnson light and doubtless a number of congressmen nnd other 
public officials would also attend if they could rely upon the newspapers 
not publishing their names. 
The press would not be free if the news of 


prize fights could lie suppressed. 
But the constitution says: "Congress 


shall make no law abridging free speech or the freedom of the press.'' 
That should estop any such absurd effort at muzzling the press as is 
proposed.

barracks in the citv of Plnar Del Rio 
yesterday. Fully a

were killed and nearly as many were 
wounded. 


Most of the dead were rural guards, 


but the entire families of several of 
the officers of the rural guards, it is 
reported, were also killed, as well as 
several employes of the public works 
department and residents of the city, 
on which fell a deluxe of masonry and 
debris from the blown up building. 


It is not known yet whether the ex- 


plosion was the result 'of an accident 
or was due to an act of conspirators, 
but the former hypothesis 
is 
consi- 


dered the more probable. 
Several re- 


lief trains, carrying surgeons, officers 
and men of the rural .guard and gov- 
ernment officials started yesterday af- 
:ernoon from Havana to the scene of 
:he catastrophe, which Is 10S miles dis- 
tant. 
Yesterday afternoon the work 


of removing the dynamite 
from 
the 


barracks, which had been tnkon as a 
result ot the alarm over race dlsturb- 


nces, for shipment to the government 
nngazines in Havana, was begun by 
employes of the public works depart- 


ment assisted by rural guards. They 
were engaged in loading cases of the 
dynamite on wagons when a terrific 
explosion occurred, instantly followed 
by an'other, strewing the central court, 
in which tlie work was gome on, with 
dead and wounded; 
The whole mas- 


sive barracks building was destroyed, 
the adjacent row of officers1 quarters 
were demolished and the whole north- 
ern section of the city was 
deluged 


with a torrent of fragments of .mason- 
ry. The 
explosions occurred at five 


o'clock, a few seconds before the men 
would have Quit .work, and it is gener- 
ally believed that the 
first 
resulted 


from the accidental fall of a box of 
dynamite which was being lifted on a 
wagon. 
It is impossible, however, to 


determine, absolutely the cause, for the 
reason that all "the immediate vicinity 
was blown to fragments. 


The work of exhuming the dead and 


searching for those who still may.be 
alive, wns going on last night, but Is 
grea.tly retarded by the destruction of 
the electric light wires and the fear 
that a quantity of unexpioded dyna- 
mite remains in the ruins. According 
to reports received here the mangled 
remains of victims were found In 
the 


streets of the city a mile 
from 
the 


scene of tite explosion.
